The late John Miller, Esq. was the only coroner in this county for many years previous to 
1843, and from his decease until the appointment of coroners under the provisions of the Act 
9 & 10 Viet. c. 37, there was not any coroner; hut the duties of coroners, so far as holding inquests, 
were performed by the magistrates. 

I have not any means of setting forth what sums were paid to medical witnesses during th e 
years 1843, 1844, and 1845, same having been paid by the treasurer upon the orders of magistrates 
holding such inquests. 

In compliance with that portion of the Order of the House of Commons which requires a return of 
the number of coroners appointed to districts in the several counties and counties of cities in 
Ireland, I beg to state that under the provisions oi the said Act of 9 & 10 Viet. c. 37, on reference 
to the records in the clerk of the peace’s office, I End that at a special sessions, held for that 
purpose at Lifford, on the loth day of February 1847, the county of Donegal was divided into five 
coroners’ districts, named respectively the districts of Lifford, Letterkenny, Buncrana, Donegal, and 
Glenties, to each of which districts a coroner was afterwards elected.
